value them? 


I.av.yer Thorndil; —The law re- 


quires you to value L >.rn at the usual 
selling price, but in reality you can | 
put any price 
you ;j!ease. 
If your 


horse is worth $80 y^i can safely put 
him at $40. A horse ,.vrth §750 could 
safely be put at $7";—cattle, mules, 
sheep and hogs may le valued in the 
same , manner. 
Pleasure 
carriages 


costing §200 to ?400 i.m be safely val- 
ued at $40 to 580 an: will not be in- 
quired after. You cannot expect a bi- 
cycie ou the tax list at over ?10, no 
matter what the machine cost. House- 
hold goods are valued according to 
the conscience of the tax lister. Goods 
costing ?1,500 in cash can be safely j 
returned at $300. This item 7 on the j 
tax list is always ghvn in the aggre- 
gate by the lister, and in practice his 
valuation is never inquired into. As 
to jewelry, that is scarcely ever re- 
turned as a separate item. 
Farmers' 


utensils are only returned at a nomi- 
nal price, 10 to 25 per cent of cost. 
As to watches, anyv/liere from $10 to 
$40 will go. Pianos costing as much 
as $300 are usually returned at $40 to 
$50. Item 10, average value of mer- 
chandise, is returned at whatever the 
lister wishes to put down, and this 
usually ends it. 


Farmer 
Perkins—Do I understand 


that each merchant 
actually values 


his own goods, and that is the end 
of it? 


Lawyer 
Thorndiko—That is 
the 


case. No man can be compelled to 
give evidence against himself. 
The 


tax return is made upon oath, and the 
violation of that oath is said to be per- 
jury. No lister who has made a list 
and sworn to it can be compelled to 
show its falsity. 


Farmer Perkins—Suppose my neigh- 


bor Abel Jones was conducting a 
clothing store, 
selling ready-made 


clothing, and had 
$12,000 average 


stock on hand the jear preceding on 
the day of the tax levy, but only re- 
turned it a< $4,000: How'can the tax 
authority get at the |12,000 valuation? 


Lawyer Thorndike—The tax board 


must.be able to prove by legal evi- 
dence that Abel Jones had a ?12,000 
average stock on the year preceding 
his return. 
The Board of Equaliza- 


tion cannot compel Abel Jones to give 
evidence to prove the average value 
was $12,000, and unless some of his 
clerks-or his book-keeper inform the 
tax authorities that Abel Jones had 
$12,000 average stock it will never be 
known. A clerk who would give such 
information would lose his place, and 
no other house, knowing his conduct, 
would employ him. 
Hence the side 


avenues of information 
as to 
the 


real value of Abel Jones' stock are not 
open to the tax boards. Self-interest 
of the parties haling the knowledge 
nrevents them trom 
disclosing any- 


thing to tax boards. 


Farmer Perkins—If Abel Jones had 


$12,000 average stock of goods and 
returns but $4,OuO, is there no way he 
can be compelled to return the $12,- 
000? 


Lawyer Thorndike—No one but Abel 


Jones, his clerks and book-keeper, 
knows that his stock which he re- 
turned at 84,000 should have been re- 
turned at 
$12,000. Members of tax 


boards are never given any informa- 
tion of this kind. To do so is consid- 
ered 
dishonorable. 
No competitor 


would 
inform for fear of being in- 


formed on. No clerk of Abel Jones 
would infor mon him. Hence the tax 
board can never know that Abel Jones' 
stock of goods returned at 
$4,000 


should have been returned at $12,000. 


Farmer Perkins—But would not Abel 


Jones in such cass be guilty of per- 
jury? 


Lawyer Thorndike—-A case of per- 


jury couldn't be made out against him. 


Farmer Perkins—Why not? 
Lawyer Thorndike—To amount to 


perjury, it would have to be shown 
that he knew the average stock was 
$12,000. Value 5s scarcely ever a mat- 
ter of fact, but a matter of opinion. 
Abel Jones could say that in his opin- 
ion the goods were worth but $4.000. 
He 
could 
furnish a dozen or more 


plausible 
reasons for such opinion, 


and as our Independence Day orators 
have taught us that each 
freedom 


American 
citizen is entitled to his 


own opinion, and that it is a sacred 
right to have it. no matter how un- 
reasonable or absurd, Abel Jones could 
insist that he had a rfeht to believe 
his $12.000 
stock 
was only worth 


$4,000, and no one could gainsay him. 
He could undoubu dly give many well- 
grounded reasons for his opinion, and 
as a result he co-i!d not be convicted 
of perjury in swearing that the aver- 
age value of a stcck of goods invoiced 
at ?12,000 was only worth $4,000 for 
taxation. 


Farmer 
Perkins—Do I understand 


then that each merchant can practic- 
ally and in effect fix the values of his 
own goods for taxation? 


Lawyer Thorndike—That is the case 


and the state does not and cannot pre- 
vent it. The local assessor is falsely 
eo called. 
When it comes to mer- 


chants' and manufacture!*' returns 


the real assessor in each ^a«e is the 
person who makes the tax returns. 
He values his personal property aa 
low as his conscience will permit, and 
there is practically no way in which to 
review his action. If he has sufficient 
nerve and a lawyer who understands 
the law on the subject, no Board of 
Equalization can, in nine cases out of 
ten. ascertain the real value of his 
stock. And "real value" has great 
fluctuations and is a matter 01 opinion. 
The Board of Equalization can act 
only in a few cases, and the tax bearer 
has twenty chances that his tax list 
•will not be inquired into to one that 
it will. 


Farmer Perkins—Practically, then, 


Abel Jones, with a stock of $12,000 
in clothing, can fix his own assess- 
ment? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Yes, that is the 


case. In 1846 a madness seized the' 
legislature to tax everything ad va- 
lorem, according to its true value in 
money. It was then the legislature of 
Ohio began the task of Sisyphus, in 
the taxation of personal property, 
moneys and credits. The same wild, 
unreasonable sentiment prevailed in 
the constitutional convention of 1851, 
and appears in our present constitu- 
tion. 


Alfred Kelley, in the Senate in 1845 


and 1846, was the great apostle of the 
taxation of all classes of 
personal 


property. He imagined he could work 
out his theory, and to begin with he 
made every man his own assessor. 
This produced inequality where he ex- 
pected equality. 


The best men in the community took 


advantage of the situation, and gave 
notes to their sons and daughters in 
large amounts enough to cover their 
credits. All sorts of devices to prevent 
the return of credits were resorted to, 
and Mr. Kelley's theory was defeated 
at the outset. And yet had Mr. Kel- 
ley studied the subject, he would -have 
found that his theory had been at- 
tempted to be carried into practice 400 
years before his time and had signally 
failed. To illustrate, I know a certnin 
town where there arc tea ircrcjiints in 
the same line of business. Nine ot 
them understood the way to work the 
tax laws, and retar~-" ' -" • '-"' c at 
about one-tenth of Uieu- \v,.»c. 
The 


tenth merchant believed the tax laws 
as they read, and each year, for ten 
years, returned his stock of goods at 
full value. The state made no com- 
plaint against the nine, and in the tenth 
year, the tenth merchant discoverer1, 
that he had been returning his stock 
at full value, while his nine competi- 
tors had returned theirs away below. 
He consulted a lawyer about it, and 
was advised to return his goods there- 
after on his competitors' plan, which 
he did, and there was no complaint 
against him, as there had been none 
against competitors for the previous 
ten years. Of course the honest mer- 
£hant saw that he had robbed himself 
and that the state had taken 
his 


money, and not sought to compel his 
competitors to live up to the law as 
he had done. When the state encour- 
ages its citizens to follow a certain 
course, it ought to compel the' others 
who will not to do the same, but it 
does not, and in fact it is powerless to 
do so. 


For fifty-eight years the state has 


maintained schools for" moral perjury. 
It has sought and is now seeking to 
destroy all respect for oaths and for 
the sanctions of religion. It annually 
gives lessons in the disregard of both 
dfvf&e and human lav. 


It pretends it will make all its citi- 


zens return all their property, money, 
credits, etc., at full value, but never 
has done so, never can do so, and nev- 
er will do so. Its laws are only a 
burden on the conscience of those who 
possess conscience, and it obtains full 
returns only from that class, from 
those who have nothing to conceal, 
from 
widows, orphans and trustees. 


Laws which thus operate are a dis- 
grace to the state, and tend to demor- 
alize its citizens. It is time the citi- 
zens of Ohio should cease to be hypo- 
crites, should look each other in the 
face and tell the truth.

Dreyfussof the Pittsburg club and offi- 
cials of both clubs were solicited to 
deny or affirm the allegation respecting 
a salary limit, but all professed an 
ignorance of any such proposition on 
the part of the National league. 


Despite tlicse assertions the writer 


did draw out of an official of one of the 
clubs that a national agreement on the 
lines of the compact that existed be- 
tween the oid American association 
and the National league would be made 
by the two big organizations before an- 
other playing season rolled around. 


Questioned further, the same official 


admitted that necessary business rela- 
tions between the two big leagues 
would bring them considerably closer 
before another year had elapsed. It is 
his opinion thai: the old limit of $2,400 
will again be the largest amount that 
will be paid for players, while the 


the major field in Its monopolistic 
grasp. 
It Is claimed that but few 


clubs will mate money this year; that 
quite a few will lose heavily; that the 
preservation of the game Demands that 
salaries be reduced, and that both or- 
ganizations see the urgent necebbity of 
buch action. 


The signing of a national agreement 


between the National and American 
leagues will reduce baseball conditions 
to about the same plane as they were 
when the American entered the field as, 
a major organization. Its mutual pro- 
visions will protect the interests of the 
two bodies to a greater extent than 
even the peace agreement did. 


Among the high priced players who 


will hive to tnkf> less money for th^ir 
services when their present contracts 
expire are Joe Kelley, the expensive 
captain-manager of the 
Cincinnati 


reds; Christy Mathewson, the crack 
pitcher of Johnny McGratt 's New York 
Nationals, who draws $8,000 for his 
summer services; Willie Keeler of the 
New York Americans, who receives $6,- 
000 a year; Napoleon Lajoie, Cleveland 
Americans, $7,000; Patsy Donovan, St. 
Louis Nationals, $9,000; Jesse Burkett, 
St. Louis Americans, $5,000; "Chief" 
Charley Zimmer, Philadelphia Nation- 
als, and almost a score of others. 


Henry Chadwick, the veteran base- 


ball authority, recently made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"It can be truthfully said that there 


is nothing in the form of public amuse- 
ment that is so heavily burdened with 
'deadheadism' as professional baseball. 
Here we are, in the midst of an era of 
high salaries paid by baseball clubs to 
their players to an extent previously 
unequaled in the history of the busi- 
ness, and yet hundreds of well to do 
people, who can afford to and do pay 
dollars for admission to race courses, 
do not hesitate to become the recipients 
of the charity of baseball magnates in 
the form of free passes to their ball 
grounds. 


"Let any one stand at the deadhead

them—in fact, the majority—show by 
their dress and well to do appearance 
that they are fully able to pay their 
way in and yet do not hesitate to be- 
come beggars for passes. 


"Conspicuous in the deadhead com- 


munity in professional baseball are the 
ward politicians, who claim to have a 
pull of one kind or another. Then there 
are our "prominent city officials,' who 
are deadheads ex officio.

Thomas rented a room 
in Amanda, bought furniture, a safe 
&c, on credit, and the new company 
was to have organized in the near fu- 
ture, with W. H. Wolfe, of this city, 
as President. 


Thomas has been boarding in Lan- 


caster, and had been paying attention 
to several Lancaster 
ladies, leading 


them, it is said to believe that he was 
a i= ingle man, but 
last' week ' 'he 


brought his wife here. 


The landlady, Mrs. Nourse, has nev- 


er received a cent in rent for the two' 
months that he has been bere, and he, 
never seemed to nave any money until 
Saturday. Then he displayed a roll 
and asked what big account was. He 
squared the bill Sunday afternoon. A 
telegram came caliug him at once to 
the bedside of his sick sister.
